position of the Manchester Chambar diffars.

~ on goods from countries whish impose 
taxes on British goods, but would pecord’ 
freo ddmission to goodefrom countrica whicl 
would accord -the like: privilege to: Britiab 
goods, Tho now Manchester achool do not 
avowedly propose retaliation or protection, 
but elain that’ foreign goods: entering the 
country should coritribute to the’ revenue 
in’ the same proportion as  Britiah 
goods, .

Home manufacturers bave to. pay rated for 
police protection, for the maintenance of 
roads, and for the purposes of government 
generally. Forsign tagoufacturers contribute 
nothing to these purposes in Great Britain, 
but they have to pay equivsleot taxes in 
their own’ countriés. “As they receive no pro- 
tection or facilities From the British Govern- 
Ment up to the time ofthe arrival of their 
goodsin British ports payment of British tares 
cannot’ be demanded from them on the 
ground of serviess rendered.’ Any pro-| 
posal to tax importa, for other than revenue 
purposes, necessarily resolves iteelf into 
Protection puréand simple. That Manches-
